The closest prior art of record is US Patent 5,897,544 to Ronnberg. While 
Ronnberg discloses an absorbent article including first and second absorbents with a 
leakage preventing sheet therebetween, Ronnberg fails to teach or suggest a topsheet 
that covers the first absorbent, the second absorbent and the leakage preventing sheet 
throughout the outline of the pocket and within the pocket on top and bottom sides of 
the pocket as claimed.
